Report points to .

long-range threat 


WASHINGTON - Oviir Ilic 
next 1.5 years, North Korea und 
Iran are likely to develop missilc.s 
potentially capable id killing mil- 
lions of Americans, the CIA said 

In an intelligence report with 
major implications for the 
Pentagon's efforts to develop 
defenses against ballistic mis- 
siles, the CLA said Iraq posed an 
additional - though somewhat 
more distant - threat. It said it 
was questionable whether Iraq 
could test n missile with cnougli 
range to reach die United States 
before 2015, although die likeli- 
hood depends heavily on how 
much foreign, assistnnee Iraq 
gets. 

The report characterized the 
prospect of North Korea acquir- 
ing a long-range niis,silc by 2015 
as “most likely,” Iran's prospect 
was judged to be “probable" and 
Iraq was labeled a “possible” 
threat.

Researchers 
test new 
cancer drug 

Experimental drug 
could relieve side 
effects of treatment 


WASHINGTON - An cxiiuri- 
mental drug may relieve some of 
the miserable side cffccts-of cun- 
. ccr treatment, allowing stronger 
doses of chemotherapy and 
radiation, researchers say. 
Ironically, the drug works by 
briefly blocking a gene that is a 
natural defense ngaitust cancer. 

Although the drug has been 
used only in mice, rcscarcliers at 
the University of Illinois at 
Chicago arc preparing to test it 
in baboons and hope to have it 
ready for human tests in about a 
year. 

A report on the drug study in 
mice appears today in the jour- 
nal Science. 

' Andrei V. Gudkov, load autlior 
of the study, said that if the drug 
works' in humans, it may be pps- . 
siblu to give more vigorous radio- 
tion and chemotherapy treat- 
ment.s for cancer without on 
increase in the side effects that 
cause suclt misery for patients. 

“Cancer treatment is usually 
sucli a pain thot iwoplc Teel bad 
not only physically but olso emo- 
tionally and psychologically,’’ 
said Gudkov, a molecular genet- 
ics researcher at the university. 
“Making rhis treatment more 
bearable would be a tremendous .. 
advantage for these patients.’’

Study confirms increase 
of ultraviolet radiation ; 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
decadcs-Iong study has confinaed 
that sunburn<auiing ultraviolet 
radiation in New Zealand has 
increased by about 12 percatt in 
the lost 20 years, probably as the 
result of a thinning ozone laytf in 
the atmosphere. 

The study, to be published 
today in the JournaLScience, 
measured the midday level of 
ultraviolet radiation at Lauder, 
New Zealand from 1979 to last 
summer and found a steady 
increase in the UV rays. 

On several occasions last sum- 
mer, the study found, the UV 
ind(» in Lauder exceeded 12.5. A 
Uy index level of 10 or more is 
considered to be very high by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Ultraviolet radiation has .been 
measured at a number of phu^ 
around the Earth over the last 
few years because of concern 
about the thinning ozone layer. 


The erosion of ozone has been 
blamed on the decades-long tiili 
of industrial gases, such os pfro* 
pelloms in hw spray and some 
refrigerants, that destroy the tur(v 
ural atmospheric gas. Use.of the 
ouno-destroying chemicals has 
been phased out or curtailed 
under ah imernotional agrc6 
. ment, but the effects ore expect 
cd to last well into the next cen 
tury. 

Ozone is a natural gas in the 
atmosphere that blocks some of 
the ultraviolet radiation the 

sun. When ozone is thi/uied, more 
UV reaches the Earth; 
Ulcraviolct-B radiation is a prim» 
ry cause of sunburn and soma 
fonns of sldn cancer. High levclt 
of UV-B are thought to hariq 
some plants and animals. > 
Some experts have estimated 
that a 1. percent reduction in 
ozone can lead to a 3 percent 
increase in some types of sldQ 
cancer.

In the disimting parties rational- 
ize their actions with cloims of preserv- 
ing national unity and strengthening a 
fledgling democracy. 

All hell has broken loose since the 
recent vote in East Timor, a referendum 
offering the choice of cither autonomy 
within Indonesia or independence for 
the region. The violence inicnsincd 
j-'bf icr Che results of balloting were 
announced. .

I^e informally organized militias and 
military officers wony^hat on indepen- 
I dcntTimor.vdiich76percehtofthosc 
I voting favored, would dnravel on 
already precarious national union. 

It is argued that an independent 
Timor would stir secessionist sentiment 
inat least two other areas: the oil-rich 
provinces of Aceh and Irian Jaya. 

Well-armed separatists in Aceh have., 
bran calling for a n^erendum on inde- 
pendence not very diff<»ont from the 
one in East Timor. 

. On the ocher side of the divide ore the 
“indcpcRdeRiistas," tfho coniend that 
iRdoRcsia is itself on artificial construct 
of 14,000 islands time will never cohere 
as a nation. It’s then' contention that eth- 
nic background, religion and language 
^scpaniic East Timor from the rest 


of Indonesia. 

From taUdng 10 advocates-on both 
sides of this issue, it is apparent to me 
that compromise is impossible. While 
. autonomy within union was once on 
option, it has dissipated in the present 
febrile envirorunent. 

With anarchy in the streets and a 
lometiuck government attempting to 
quell the violence there is a growing 
belief that government has surrendered 
its legitimacy and only foreign interven- 
tion can restore order. 

Whether the military allows an occu- 
pation force on its territory remains to 
be seen. As a -Timorese ph^don and 
political leader noted, “Foreign troops, 

.. even those invited by the United 
_ Nations, woul d te_the_wrst of^llj>qssl-_ 
_ble outlines” “ *_ 

■ Yet it is clear'tHac nritber the 
Indonesian military nor the supervised 
vole has resulted in stability. ' 

The presidential election is scheduled 
for November, with Megawati 
Sukarnoputri the'^nt-ruimer. It is pos- 
sible that the riolence in Ban Ti^or has 
raised the'prospectof amilitiuy coop or 
perhaps the assertion of military influ- 
ence in the November selection process. 

It is plausible that despite l^gawati’s 
apparent claim on the presidency, the

The military has been the wild cord in 
Indonesian politics since independence 
from the Dutch in 1947. 

It is not coincidental that when

The International Monetary Fund 
indicated it would cut or cur^ mudi 
needed funds if the Indonesian govern- 
ment fails to stop the violence in East 
Timor.

ah, Indonesia’s otrrcuicy. This comes on. ^ 
the heels of the currency’s collapse in 
1998.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) -

“We really don't knoW what's 
going to happen, and it's impor- 
tant that we always be prepared 
to.do.the job,” Olympic planncr_ 
Ron Gloshen told his audience at 
the Governor's Annual Confer- 
ence On Disaster and Emergency 
Preparetiness. Wednesday. 

Planners from the low, state 
and federal level have been 
working together for two years to 
come up with a protocol for any 


possible disaster. That has meant 
round table discussions on what 
to do in case of a terrorist attack. 

“We're looking ac.itlike a pre- 
determined disaster,” said 
Dermis Stanley, Emergency Pro- 
gram Director for Salt Lake 
County. 

What makes Olympic safety 
plarining a “nightmare” Is that ' 
the day to day crises must still be 
addressed. For example, the 


. bomb squad responds to an aver* 
age of 200 scares a year, of which 
60 to 70 involie live devises. 

“1 don’t think people realize 
that there's that much that goes 
on here in the area of explo- 
sives,” Stanly said "That will 
stxD go OQ during the 01>inpics."

- ters, Stanley str essed that teams 
will have to be prepared for nat*

extraiwlate an esdmaied number 
of prairie dogs living there. In this 
case, she said, nearly 400 prairie ' 
do^ were believed to have been 
liv^ on the golf course. 

When researchers returned on 
Aug. 17, they counted thrhc 
prairie dogs. 

Roger Gephart, who heads die 
USFWS law enforcement divi- 
sion for both Utah and 
Colorado, declined Tuesday to 
give any details about the inves- 
tigation and would not disclose 
whether the department has 
recovered the carcasses of the 
prairie dog.s.

Today, bones of massacre vic- 
tims accidentally uncovered by a 
backtiue working on a new monu- 
ment. will l)c reburied in a cere- 
mony expected In Iw attended by 
several hundred descendants of 
the viciim.s who were memliers of 
a wagon train that originated in 
Arkansas and was moving 
through Utah on its way to 

So uiliem California.

Cedar City and St. George, the 
Fancher Party was attacked and 
imiicr siege for five days. 

After iK'ing offered a truce, all 
the memliers of the wagon train, 
except those younger titan 8 yciirs 
old, .were killed in what hits Iteen 
termed "Utairs darkest day."

Only one person. John D. Lee. 
was ever successfully prosecuted 
for the crime. After his cxecubon 
nearly 20 years after the slayings;

John Martorano, 58, will plead 
guilty to federal racketeering

Bulger and Stephen “The 
Rifleman” Flemmi, according to 
a document ordered unsealed ^ 
U.S. Disiria Judge Mark Wolf. 

Bulger, Flemmi 'and Martorano 
arc defendants in a 1995 f^erol 
racketeering case that has been 
challenged by defense lawyers 
who say it sliould i>c tluown out 
because the FBI govc Flemmi 
and Bulger free rein to commit 
crimes short of murder while 
they were government’ infor- 
mants. 

Stun belt victim 
gets 25 years 

LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - A 
man who was jolted with an elec- 
tric .stun belt because of his court- 
room outbursts has been sen- 
tenced to 25 years to life in prison 
on a third-strike theft conviction. 

' Civil rights groups were out- 
raged in June 1998 when a judge 
ordered bailiffs to activate the 
stun belt Ronnie Hawkins was 
wearing because he repeatedly 
interrupted Jier during his sen- 
tencing hearing. He has filed a 
S50 millioo civil rigiits lawsuit 
against ilic county, the Sheriffs 
Department and the judge, Joan ' 
Comparet-Cas-sani.

mal groundwater year-round for industri- 
al use, said Norm Young, administrator of 
the department's water management 
tfhdstoa. That's the Qow the company had 


requested. 

Combined with the food processor’s 
cxis^g rights, the Aug. 27 permit allows 
Magic West to divert up to 338 acre-feet 
annually in Glenns Fmy. 

That amount - the plant’s average use 
over the past two years - is enough to 
cover all its year-round ndeds and isn’t 
intended to enable on expansion. Magic 
West atlomey Norrrian M. Semanko said. 

The .67'cfs, roughly 300 gallons per 
minute, is the groundwater flow rate the 


plant has used since its 1974 beginning. 

Tlw plant svritched from 
10 1/2-month operation to ycar-routid 
water use in 1985 or 1986. 

But the Glenns Ferry plant hasn’t 
always had clear rights to chat much 
water.

“The reality is wcNtj always used a lot 
more than that," Semanko said.
